rant of Europe first invaded the king­ 
dom of Portugial, with a powerful ar­ 
my:—For this invasion, he had no mo­ 
tive of personal defence—no pretext of 
insults or injuries received from the be­ 
nevolent Monarch of this kingdom ;— 
no temptation to his ambition ftx)ni any
